They say that on one oc- 
casion a countryman took a load 
of "truck" to Dahlonega to sell 
to yon town people and left his 
wagon on the square without un 
hitching his team and on returning 
foond an old cow up in his wagon, 
clear up in his wagon with all four 
feet, devouring everything in it. 
What was he to do? He was afraid 
to hurt the cow for the town mar- 
shal was watching for ■& chance to 
make a case against him. So he 
"crope up", as the boys express it, 
and seizing his lines and his whip 
drove off rapidly hoping that the 
"diabolical" old cow would break 
her neck as she jumped out. But 
the poor fellow was disappointed. 
She lit out of that wagon like a 
circus cow, cutting two "summer 
sets" before she hit the ground, 
and then left there like a scared 
rabbit. Everybody enjoyed it ex- 
cept that town marshal who was 
looking on hoping to make a case 
against the countryman and get 
some costs out of him.

The cow seeing him leave 
his wagon and go into the post of- 
fice lost no time in availing herself 
of the opportunity to ply her vo- 
cation. She was soon with her 
head and both fore feet in the wag- 
on. There is no fooling a town 
cow and she soon "nosed about" in 
the wagon and found what she 
thought was a basket of oats.

Our City Taxes, 

The city council of Dahlonega 
has completed its assessment for 
taxes this Week for the present 
year. The amount of property 
foots up a much large total than 
for the year 1896, being $264,285, 
an increase of near $11,000 over 
last year, and the per cent is 30 
cents on the hundred dollars, the 
same rate as that of 1896. 

In most cases the council used 
the state and county tax digest and 
copied the same returns made by 

were believe! to be too low and an 
increase was made, some being min- 
ing properties now operated within 
the corporate limits of our town. 

There will doubtless be trouble in 
collecting some ot these taxes as we 
have already heard one mining man 
say that he would not pay on a lar- 
ger amount to the town than he re 
turned for State and county taxes, 
claiming that the property rturned 
was not worth any more 'oh the first 
day of April than he fixed it, that 
the law does not allow a town coun- 
cil to collect taxes for any increase 
in the valuation of property after the 
first of April, or anything coming 
■in possession of a person since that 
time. In other words a council in 
making its assessment must be 
governed by the same time the law 



Black a ad Red Knit. 

Question.— Will you give me some 
information abont the diseases onr 
farmars call "black' rust" and "red 
ruat?" Can they be prevented in any 
way? 

Answer.— Both of these diseases are 
due to physiologies 1 causes, and uot to 
the attacks of any fungus. The "black 
rust" should be called the "yellow leaf 
blight," as in the first stages of the dis- 
ease the leaves assume a decidedly yel- 
low-spotted or mosaic appearanoe, and 
in this unhealthy condition they are at- 
tacked by various fungus growths, 
which gives the leaves a black appear- 
ance, thus giving rise to the name 
"black rust." The causes of the dis- 
ease are not well understood as yet, but 
it has been demonstrated tnat the fun- 
gus organisms do uot originate the dis- 
ease, and that they only hasten the de- 
struction of the already diseased plants. 
Trials of various f ungioides have proved 
that the disease cannot be prevented by 
their application. Experiments at the 
Alabama Station showed a reduction of 
the disease where kainit was used as a 
fertilizer. This effect is more pro- 
nounced in seasons of drouth, followed 
by copious rains, than when rains are 
frequent enough to keep the soil con- 
tinually moist, and is doubtless' due to 
the action of the kainit "in binding 
more firmly together the soil particles, 
so that it is more retentive of moisture, 
or more able to draw it up from below. " 
"Wood ashes and salt are known to 
produce much the same results in the 
Mil." The "rod rust," or "red leaf 
blight," which is so common on thin 
uplands, and so rare on rich or alluvial 
soils, is the result simply of impover- 
ished soil, showing particularly a lack 
of nitrogen, and probably of potash and 
phosphoric acid also. The remedy for 
this is by proper rotation of crops, to 
fill your land with humus or vegetable 
matter, and then with proper fertilizing 
and cultivation you will no longer be 
troubled with the "red rust. " Much of 
our laud, by continuous planting in 
cottou, is exhausted of all humus, and 
only by its restoration first of all can 
proper fertilizing ami cultivation be 
carried on.— State Agricultural Depart- 

Top„l, 1B Cotton. 

Question.— Does it pay to top cotton? 
If so, at what time should it be done? 

Answer. — This question has been 
discussed pro and oon for years and no 
satisfactory conclusions have yet been 
reached. In some experiments made at 
the Georgia Experiment station the re- 
sults left the question as unsettled as it 
has always been. In other words, some I 
rows that were topped showed a slight 
loss iu yield, while others showed a ! 
slight gain over the uutopped rows. 
The generally accepted theory ia that 
it does not pay to top cottou, though 
under certain conditions it might prove 
profitable. It is thought by many that 
it hastens the maturing of the bolls al- 
ready set, which would be an advant- 
age with an early frost. Others think 
that it tends to check tb.9 shedding of 
the forms and youug bolls, but this 
claim I think unfounded. Toppingcot- 
ton, when considered advisable, is usu- 
ally done when the plant is well fruited 
and at the same timo growiug rapidly. 
This condition is usually found about 
the first of August, when the seasons 
have been propitious. As a general 
rule, I would advise against the practioe. 
—State Agricultural Department. 

Disinfecting Stables. 

Question.— Please give me directions 
for disinfection of stables, where ani- 
mals with contagious disease have been 

Answer.— Remove all litter and rub- 
bish of every kind and burn. Haul out 
all manure to the field, scatter audplow 

Dissolve two ounces of carbolic acid 
in a gallon of water, heat, and with it 
wash thoroughly all feed troughs, wa- 
tering troughs, fodder racks, and other 
woodwork. 

Whitewash everywhere, inside and 
out, adding to the wash one pound of 
chloride of lime to every four gallous of 

Remove and burn all rotten wood- 
work about the stable. Iu cases of 
glanders, all harness, poles and shafts 
should be carefully washed with hot 
water and soap, and then rubbed with 
oil, iu which put one part of oarbolic 
acid to ten of oil. If you have pl.mk 
fence around lot in which the animal 
has run at large, whitewash the same 
as stable. If you have rail fence, re- 
place with new rails, burning the old 
ones. In eases of glanders only the ut- 
most care will prevent contagion, and i 
where stables are inexpensive, the safest 
plan is to build anew iu a different | 
place, burning up the old

The only 
plan so far used successfully for fighting 
tins disease is to cut down and buru the 
tree, root and branch.

GOLD FIELDS. 

Georgia Gold Mines Worked 
By New Process. Quan- 
tities of Low Grade 
Ores. 

FOE5IER3IIXE INSPECTOR NORWOOD, 
OF KENTUCKY, TALKS. 

From. Louisville Courier-Journal Au- 
gust 1?', 

Mr, J. C. Norwood, late State 
inspector of Mines, who is now 
engaged in gold mining near Dah- 
lonega, Ga., spent several hours 
in the city yesterday on business 
for his companies. Mr. Norwood, 
who went to Georgia last April 
and is now .returning to that state 
after a shprjt visit to his family, in 
Frankfort, is the engineer and bus- 
iness manage,!' of the Kentucky 
IVining Company, the Dahlonega 
Gold Mining Company and the 
Singleton Gold Mining Company. 

His mines are in Lumpkin coun- 
ty, in the Northeastern part of 
Georgia, among the foothills of 
the Blue Ridge, on what is known 
as the Dahlonega gold belt. Dah- 
lonega, it may be said, is a corrup- 
tion of the Cherokee word for yel- 
low money, and the town of that 
name, the center of the mining dis- 
trict, was a Cherokee village. In 
the palmy days of Georgia gold 
mining, when 10,600 or 12,000 
men are estimated to have been bu- 
sy taking out the yellow metal, a 
branch mint was established at 
Dahlonega, and coinage was kept 
up until the beginning of the war, 
when the mint was captured by 
the Confederates. Subsequently 
the miEt building and grounds 
were donated to Georgia by Con- 
gress, to be used for school purpo- 
ses. Now the miners send their 
•gold tf) Charlotte or Philadelphia. 

Just about the time mining was 
booming in the Dahlonega district, 
gold was discovered in California. 
The Georgia miners went wild over 
the wonderful stories of the fabu- 
lous riches of the California plac- 
ers, and, after the manner of their 
kind, they rushed to the new field 
— taking with them their "cra- 
dles," "long toras," "sluice box- 
es," etc., gold-saving devices now 
associated with California rather 
than with Georgia, whence they 
originated. After 1849 Georgia 
mining declined, the annual output 
ranging only from $50,000 to $500,- 
G00 in the fifties, and until very 
recent years there has been very 
little going on there. 

Asked whether there is really 
much gold in the Dah'lonega re- 
gion, Mr. Norwood smiled and 
said; 

"Dahlonega, unlike prophets, 
seems to be honored more at home 
than abroad. Yes, plenty of gold. 
Strange as it may sound, the very 
fact that there is so timch gold 
there, that goM bearing veins and 
ore bodies are so numerous and so 
close together is one of the reasons 
why, to a man familiar with min- 
ing conditions in our Western 
States, the Georgia region does not 
at first make a favorble impression. 
There is too much of it. It looks 
suspiciows. The geology doesn't 
suit hiiffl. He can't apply any of 
his Western tests. Instead of ver- 
tical veins cutting across the coun- 
try regardless of formations and 
the dips of rocks. a,»d perhaps on ■ 
ly one vein out of a dozen that 
show any sign of gold, he finds a 
series of tilted metamophosed 
] slates, with quartz veins following 
| the dip, like coal beds in stratified 
I rooks, all the veins carrying gold, 
i and, like coal, one vein underlying 
j another, in quick succession, with 
• only narrow intervals of barren 
| rock between. It doesn't seem 



j of veins, some of them twenty and 
thirty feet thick, and carrying 
gold from top to bottom.; when h,e 
sees the &Ia,les. themselves carrying 
gold; and when he sees great bod- 
ies of rotten ore, soft enough to 
dig with a pick, thirty, fifty and 
even more than, a hundred feet 
thick, and hundreds of feet long— 
all yielding gold. There is noth- 
ing like it to he seen in the West, 
or anywhere else, save along the 
Appalachian gold belt which has 
its greatest expression in Georgia, 
hence it must be all wrong, and the 
Western "expert" is afraid of it. 
It is very curious. But the silly 
part of it is that the average West- 
I ern expert usually doesn't stay 
| long enough to learn even the pri- 
i mary elements of the geology of 
I the district. b t ut goes off and damns 
■ the whole country because the gold 
I 'isn't more concentrated.' 

"The fact is the gold deposits in 
ijthe Dahlonega district areremark- 
| able, not only for their abundance 
Land great size, but for the ease 
I with which they are worked. I 
I mined and milled ore last month 
i at a total cost of 58 to 62 cents a 
| ton— haulage and everything in- 
I eluded. I believe it can be mined 
and milled at 55 cents. Our mines 
are running night and day, and we 
j have three stamp mills running 
, continuously." 

I Asked why, if there is so much 
gold there, there hasn't been more 
mining done and more of a boom 
in Georgia, Mr. Norwood replied: 
! "My dear, if the Dahlonega 
' gold region was in the heart of 
j Africa, a thousand miles from 
! civilization, with all sorts of ob- 
! stackles in the way of reaching it, 
1 its discovery would llarow the 
I Klondike boom into fits. There 
are a .number of good reasons why 
more mining has ; not been done, 
I but it would be too long a story for 
i me now to undertake. The region 
is not attractive to the ordinary 
prospector because he must buy 
the ground from private holders. 
When the Cherokee Indians were 
removed in 1838 — and prior to that 
year the Government was busy try- 
ing to keep gold hunters out of the 
region, although thousands came 
in during what was called the 
'great intrusion' in 1831 — the fore- 
runners of the latter-day 'sooners' 
— the land was divided in lots©f 
forty to 160 acres and distributed 
by lottery among certain benefica- 
ries. Those lots are held by deed 
just as any farm in Kentucky is 
held, and no one can secure one 
sa-ve by pure cash. If a local pros- 
pector desires to dig gold in any 
lot he must pay a royalty, and, of 
course, the average prospector can 
carry his work only a few feet be- 
low the surface. When he strikes 
a hard rock, reaches water, or en- 
counters sulphurated ores, he 
quits. And there is one of the big 
reasons — the sulphuretores. Just 
as is true of every gold region in 
the world, save very new ones 
where the placers afford returns 
for some time, the larger part of 
the gold in Georgia is locked up in 
sulphurets. The sulphurets re- 
quire special processes for the ex- 
traction of the gold, and it requires 
capital to build -the necessary 
plants for treatment. But no mat- 
ter about reasons for the past. The 
gold is there and it is now certain 
to be mined. I confess that I went 
to Georgia somewhat a skeptic, 
but 1 have put in a good deal of 
hard work studying those forma- 
tions and deposits and I am a be 
liever in the country. We arc well 
satisfied with our work so far and 
are altogether hopeful of the fu- 
ture." 

As to mothods of mining. Dr. 
Norwood said: "Until oar com- 
panies began operating there really 
was no underground mining wor- 
thy the name. It was essentially 



surface work- -either in old placers 
or a sort of hydraulic mining pe- 
culiar to, the district. The ore in 
the latter case is usually all of the 
soft 'stratified' or a mixture of that 
and quartz broken from the oxidiz- 
ed portions o ( f veins, and all is 
washed out by 'giants' and flooded 
to the mills through long lines of 
sluice boxes, some of the gold be- 
ing caught in the boxes, some in, 
the mills, and still more, if not 
most of it, wasted through the 
mills into the creeks, It is quite 
probable that; far. mare gold has 
been wasted in the Dahlonega dis- 
trict than ever was saved. For- 
merly numbers of men made a 
business of panning the gravels of 
the creeks fed by the mills, and re- 
turns of $10 to $15 a day were nqt 
uncommon. There are flow two 
dredge boats on the Gbestetee 
River, which drains the Dahlonega 
district, the owners of which are 
making considerable money dredg- 
ing the river under former prae 
tice. Theretssreitwo sorts of min- 
ing to be followed in Georgia, just 
as there are two general varieties 
of ore. The quartz veins are mined 
in the ordinary way of quartz min 
ing. The great bodies of soft or 
'stratefied' ore have been mined by 
water, but may be mined by a 
special*iorm of stoping, somewhat 
after the manner of mining steep 
pitching coal seams, as we are now 
doing, or by steam shovel. In my 
opinion, while there certainly are 
numerous bodies of high-grade ore 
in Georgia, and there is much free 
gold yet to be got, the future of 
mining there, just as is true of 
South Africa now and of Califor- 
nia and other of the older regions, 
will be in larger bodies of low- 
grades sulphuret ores, the ores to 
be concentrated and chlorinated 
or treated by combination process, 
and with such ores in abundance 1 
expect to see large fortunes taken 
from the ground.

The educational facilities of this 
mountainous region are far superi- 
or to what one would expect, iso- 
lated as it is from the outside world 
by almost impregnable mountain 
fastnesses. The schools are nu- 
merous, well attended and sup- 
plied with competent faculties, in- 
suring a rapid advancement in the 
intellectual force of their young 
men and women. 

This kind of prosperity is self- 
sustaining, and will endure while 
a great nation is sinking beneath 
the heavy hand of the manipula- 
tors of the national finance, and 
insures comfort and happiness to 
its people."

He gives 
the whole career of himself and 
h|s wife during their married life 
from 1886 to the time he loft 'her 
in October, 189.6., Nack states that 
his wife made, a living through 
illegal operations inyolying the 
murder of children. He said that 
she was a so-called midwife, but

At onetime, Nack states, there 
were as many as six dead children 
preserved in some kind of spirits 
jn bottles in his room in "{hen.- 
house, He ajso states that she 
murdered from ?two to taree ehil- 
dren every year for a period of 
from eight to ten years. Nack 
further alleges that his wife v,was 
assisted in all the details by a 
number of physicians. He also 
drags in undertakers' names, 

charging all of them, i both physi- 
cians and undertakers, with 
.complicity with his wife. He says 
that they aided her in making wa} r 
with the bodies of the children. 
Nack further alleges that many of 
the children were bom dead, the 
result of Mrs. Nack's illegal busi- 
ness. The statement of Nack was 
gotten from him through the 
persistent efforts of Assistaot 
District Attorney Mitchell.

A track is now being construct 
ed from the tunnels of the Ken- 
tucky mine to the mill so as to 
convey the ore by carj which will 
probably take some two weeks to 
complete the work. 

Talk about your rich Klondike 
mines. We haye them right here 
within less than one mile of Dah- 
lonega. There is already a soft 
stripped vein at the Hand mine that 
is twenty feet wide and assays $200 
per ton. 

During this dry season Howell, 
Fitts and Beck are getting in some 
good work down on Cane Creek- 
The dryer the weather the better 
it suits their diggings. It is prof 
itable. Besides a nice lot of other 
gold taken out Saturday were five 
beautiful nuggets. 

We understand that the Singh 
ton and Tahloneka Companies con- 
solidated last week, and have star- 
ted a tunnel on the vein . at the old 
Singleton cut which will be driven 
severel hundred feet into the hill 
on the Tahloneka lot, then cross 
cut in order to strike other veins. 
John Huff, of the Calhoun, was 
in Dahlonega Tuesday and stated 
that he was unable to do anything 
scarcely for the lack of water, be- 
ing unable to work more than two 
or three days a week. At odd 
times he is driving a tunnel so as 
to strike the vein below the shaft 
in which so much gold was taken 
out last Good Friday. 

An interview between the Louis- 
ville Courier Journal and ! Mr. J. 
C. Norwood during his recent visit 
to Kentucky will be found on our 
first page. This gentleman was 
former inspector of mines and is 
now engineer and general business 
manager of the Kentucky, Single- 
ton and Dahlonega mines in Lump- 
kin county. He is familiar with 
the mineral resources of Oiir conn 
ty and gives facts and figures 
which make this interview of more 
interest to those having their eyes 
on the gold fields of Lumpkin 
county. 

It is a treat to visit the Single- 
ton mine and seethe vast amount 
of gold bearing ore they are expos- 
ing, getting ready to commence 
unning through the mill as soon 
as it is overhauled which work 
begin in a few days, as only five 
stamps can be run now in its pr 
ent shape. Besides one large v< 
that is stripped near three hundred 
feet in length, showing gold at va- 
rious places, there is a 12 foot sand 
vein, a ledge of stratified ore 40 
feet wide, the black lead, and va- 
rious other veins that run 
through different properties on 
down to the Barlow, saying noth- 
ing of the rich sulphurets, which 
not bo worked successfully 
with present machinery.- All this 
pays well and is worth from 
five dollars per ton on up to more 
than a thousand.' Of course this 
best grade includes the sulphu- 
vem.

Towards Maturity. 
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Department of Agriculture, 
Atlanta, Sept. 1, 1807. 

THE IMPORTANCE OP GETTING IN PALL 
CROPS EARLY. 
During the early part of August the 
weather, as a rule, was most favorable, 
and the bountiful crops reported from 
almost every section of the south are 
now rapidiy advancing towards nia- 

These favorablo seasons also put the 
lands in flue condition for the prepara- 
tory work of plowing, harrowing, etc., 
in order to be ready for the sowing of 
fall crops of grass, clover, rye, wheat, 
oats, etc. The furrows will turn easily 
and be just at the most favorable angle 
for proper harrowing, and the seed bed, 
when harrowed and made fine, will be 
in just the proper condition to promote 
the rapid germination and favorable 
growth of the little plants. Ii 
ceptioual cases farmers have already 
laid the foundation for successful fall 
crops by a deep and thorough plowing 
of the land, and with them, at least, it 
now only remains to get the surfaoe in 
fine, smooth condition and then put ii 
the seed. The sooner this is done ii 
the present month the better — the ten 
der plants will thus have a chance tt 
get a firm roothold before the early 
frosts come to check their growth. Of 
course if this work has not already been 
done it may still be undertaken, but 
each day's delay diminishes the chances 
of success. In previous numbers we 
have dealt very fully with the questions 
of preparation, fertilization, seeding, 
etc. 

SAVING THE CORN CROP. 

We cannot believe that farmers will 
persist in wasting such a large part of 
their corn crop, as has been the univer- 
sal practice in the past, when once 
they are convinced that the alleged 
value of cornstalks is no "fake" or fan- 
ciful picture of impractical "book farm- 
ers," but a simple, clear fact, which has 
been abundantly proven. "Seeing is 
believing," however, and each man can 
prove for himself whether it be true or 
false. Even at the far south, where the 
climate would seem a serious drawback, 
the plan of cutting down and. curing 
the whole stalk 1 as been tried most suc- 
cessfully. Let each man at the south 
but experiment in this matter with a 
few rows of his corn crop and the 
dreaded and laborious job of "fodder 
pulling" will be forever banished from 
our fields. Chemical analysis has dem- 
onstrated that even in the bare corn- 
stalks, usually left standing in our 
fields, is contained a very large part of 
the nutritive and fertilizing values of 
the crop. Does it not seem a strange 
agricultural paradox, that we deliber- 
ately throw away that which it has cost 
us so much to produce, and which is 
known to be highly valuable for stock 
food? A few additional hints on the 
process of cutting and curing the whole 
stalk may not be amiss, for although 
much has been said and written on this 
subject, the directions, as a rule, apply 
to our northern and western neighbors, 
rather than to our own locality, where 
peculiarities of climate and sea- 
son render certain variations and 
precautions in the usual process 
imperative. When the corn in the ear 
is well glazed it is an infallible sign 
that the stalk has finished its work and 
has taken up from the soil all the nutri- 
ment which it is capable of doing. 
When this stage is reached, the corn 
tops will wither and the crop is said to 
be fully ripe. It is at this stage that 
the stalks should be cut off quite close 
to the ground. A man with a sharp hoe 
can soon learn to cut four or five acres 
in the morning. The stalks should not 
be allowed to lie on the ground over 
night, as the heavy dews usual at this 
season will prove injurious. What is 
cut in the morning should be gathered 
up and shocked in the afternoon. If 
the stalks are very large and heavy, 
fewer should be put in a shock than 
where the growth is smaller. About 
liO to 200. or even 300 stalks, according 
to size, may be safely put in each shock. 
The shocks should be allowed to stand 
in the field until perfectly cured — any 
where from three to six weeks. As soon 
as thoroughly cured they should be 
hauled to the barn and stored for future 
use, leaving the ear on if desired. Or, 
if preferred, the shredder may be called 
into service at once, and as the crop is 
hauled from the field it may by this 
machine be converted into a finely 
shredded and valuable forage. The ma- 
chine will shuck and yirow the ears to 
one side and the remainder of the plant, 
stalk, leaves, shucks and top is utilized, 
without the loss of a single part. If the 
crop is to be stored without shredding 
care should be taken to place each 
stalk in an upright position; if laid 
flat one on the other, there is danger of 
injury. If the shredder is not available 
a good feed cutter, which will pay for 
itself in a short while, as they are not 
costly, will cut up the cured stalks as 
they are needed into half inch lengths, 
and if this is sprinkled with a little salt 
or salt water it makes' a splendid stock 
food. Analysis has shown" it to be far 
superior to cotton seed hulls in feeding 
value. A southern farmer, who has 
had much experience in shocking and 
saving his com crop, says it will facili- 
tate the work if the following plan is 
adopted: Take a piece of scantling 1x5 
inches and 6 feet long. Sharpen at one 
end so that it can be driven into the 
ground. About 4 feet from the ground 
nail on two pieces about 2 feet long. 
These should be nailed on at right an- 
gles to the upright and to each other. 
In making the shocks lay a dozen or so 
cornstalks at a time in the alternate 
crotches formed by the nailed on boards, 
and when the shock is sufficiently largo 
pull out the stake and tie the tops 
with a piece of strong 
i plan the shocking is 
nanage and tho curing

' Another feature c 
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careless, is the saving of seed corn. Ths 
be»t time to attend to this is while the 
corn is still standing in the fields. Sin- 
gle out the finest ears, on the best de- 
veloped and tn'wt productive stalks. 
Mark these and when they have come 
to full maturity score away in a well 
filiated place, whore they will 
■i and damp and ready 
lor use wnen needed.- If this plan was 
generally followed not only would the 
yield of our corn crop gradually and 
materially increase, but the quality also 
would be much improved. 

COTTON PICKING. 
It is the earliest pickings that are us- 
ually the cleanest and which bring the 
best price. It is a mistake to wait until 
the fields are white to begin. . 
pected storm or an extended period of 
wet weather may work incalculable in- 
jury. The point to be aimed at is to 
get our cotton to the markets in the 
possible condition. The classiflca- 
is becoming more strict each year, 
and our careless methods of handling 
and baling this, our main depenc' 
as a money crop, have given rise to a 
heavy tare, which must come out of the 
pockets of the farmers. 

At every favorable opportunity gather 
peas for seed. The high price this year, 
owing to last year's short crop, 
shows the importance of sowing 
enough at least for your own use. Every 
farmer, who has tried this crop, knows 
its value to his land and to his stock, 
and while the gathering of the seed 
comes at an inconvenient time, as it 
often conflicts with other important 
work, no effort should be spared to 
plenty of seed and to do this 
work as soon after they are ripe as pos-

Then they can't say that 
they are "hunting stock" and we 
will know what to do for them ey- 
erytime we catch them out where 
they have no business. Adopt the 
"Stock Law" and right straight 
these chaps must stop "prowling" 
through our mountains. Then we 
know their business, and they can 
nqt lie out of it. Now Uncle Dick 
sees I am with him on this Revo- j 
nue business and that I am for the 
Stock Law as a means of breaking 
up this "Informers" business. The 
fact is 1 am with Uncle Dick on 
every question he raises except the 
Stock Law, and I am sorry we can't 
agree on it. There is ope thing 
about Uncle Dick 1 like— if he has 
anything to say in a newspaper he 
puts his name to it. if it aint't 
worth saying-he won't say it, but 
if he says it he will say it over his 
own name.

Question.— Please give m 
and effective method of J 
groundpeas so as to save th 
well as the nuts. The gather 
crop comes at such a busy seas 
am always more or less perplexed ai 
how I shall manage to get everything 
properly attended to. By the usjial 
method of digfriim; and drying by hand 
the hay is not saved in good condition, 
and much of it is often lost. This plan 
is also slow and wearisome when so 
much other work is pressing. 

Answer. -The Spanish groundpeas 
form their nuts very close to the crown 
of the plant, and therefore if they are 
barred off with an ordinary plow they 
may be pulled up by hand, and all, 
nearly all, of the nuts will cling to I 
viues. These must then be piled 
wind rows, roots up. nuts on top. Allow 
them to stand until nest day, and then 
stack around a pole, taking care to have 
a layer of rails on the ground to protect 
the lower part of the stack from damp- 
ness, and also to leave 
the pole sufficiei 



on 111 southern and MuL.do Georgia, but 
has been much retarded until the last 
few days by frequent showers.

cut the top root, when it will be found 
comparatively easy to pull the viues up 
without loosening the nuts. But if the 
soil is very heavy, even this will not 
answer. In such a case run a turnino- 
plow near the vines first, and in this 
furrow run a sweep, which has had one 
wing turned up to act as a bar or land- 
slide, and the other flattened and made 
sharp to run under the vines. The gath- 
ering, curing and stacking can then be 
managed as above.— State Agricultural 
Department.

With success, what I i 
will caustic lime be equally effee 
helping to preserve the rriauuri 
wasting until such time as I ma 
to use it ? 

Answer.— One objection to using 
caustic lime in a manure or compost 
heap is, that after fermentation begins 
the lime has a tendency to cause the es- 
cape of ammonia. This might be, in a 
measure, prevented by covering the 
heap closely with earth and packing 
down. Lime also tends to convert the 
available nitrogen of manure into less 
desirable forms, and although, after 
the lime is applied to the soil, this loss 
is in a measure made up for by the 
power of the lime to promote uutrifica- 
tion iu the soil, we do not think it 
fully compensates fo» the first loss. 
Lime should never be used in connec- 
tion with a superphosphate, because it 
will convert its phosphoric acid into in- 
soluble form. Therefore we would ad- 
vise the continued use of the superphos- 
phate and kainit rather than the lime. 
The kainit will arrest the formation of 
ammonia and the superphosphate will 
prevent its escape. They also supply 
potash aud phosphoric acid, in which 
the manure is somewhat deficient. It 
is much more important, however, that 
the manure heap be properly construc- 
ted, than that we invest iu expensive ;

ried it by about 4 to 1 and Yahoola 
will carry it by a fair majority. 

There arc two or three points 
which seem to trouble the public 
mind. Does the Registration Law 
apply to this election? I have 
of the opinion that it does in 
part, but not in all its provisions, 

1 admit that there is ample ground 
for Lawyers & Judges to differ on 
this question. Our Ordinary hav- 
ing consulted his Lawyer and hay- 
ing been advised that it does not 
apply to such an election 1 accept 
that as the Law; and will abide by 
any result reached through that 
decision whether it be far or 
against the Stock Law. 

The First Section of the Regis- 
tration Law provides for its ap- 
plication to every election you can 
conceive of except an election in a 
District on the Stock Law. And 
then again, after getting all of the 
details perfected, the Legislators 
seemed anxious to make all those 
complicated and expensive details 
apply to every election imaginable, 
and, in Section 14 of that Law* 
they especially provide that all of 
its details shall apply to any elec- 
tion for any purpose, "but, unfor- 
tunately, they went on and added 
the words "as named in first sec- 
tion of this Act. "They thought 
they had named every thing in the 
shape of an election in that first 
section and referred to it because 
it had covered everything. But 
their addition of the words "as 
named in First Section of this Act'' 
thwarted their purpose and limited 
the application of the Law to those 
elections and those only, named in 
that Section. Therefore all of that 
expensive machinery of that Law 
does not apply to an election on 
the Stock Law in a Militia District 
unless its application is derived 
from some other Law. 

Section 1455 of the code of Ga., 
page 303, says an election on the 
Stock Law in a Militia District 
shall "be held at the places and 
under the same rules and regula- 
tions as are provided for members 
of the general Assembly." That 
is construed by some to mean the 
same as if it had read "as are now 
provided" &c. If it had read "as 
are or may hereafter be provided" 
then there would have been no 
doubt. But let it be as it may, I 
accept the Law as expounded by 
our Ordinary as it saves our Coun- 
ty some expense. 

But I do hold that it is necessary 
for a person to register before ho 
can vote at this Yahoola election. 
Section 13 of the Registration Law 
expressly says that an}' person who 
shall vote at any election without 
having signed the oath provided 
by the Tax Collector in the Voters 
book shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and be punished under Sec- 
tion 4310 of the Code of Ga. There 
is no qualification or limitation put 
to it. It says emphatically at any 
election. Therefore a person who 
has not registered and who votes 
at the Stock Law election in Ya- 
hoola on the 29th is a criminal and 



tape providee in Sections 4 and 5, 
and other Sections of the Registra- 
tion Law, have been carried out 
by the different county officers or 
not. 

An appeal has been made by cit- 
izens of Yahoola, without regard 
to how they stand on the Stock 
Law, to the Tax Collector to come 
in their District and give them a 
chance to Register and he has 
promised to be at the Yahoola 
Court Ground next Saturday, the 
2oth instant, for that purpose, 

There is one other point of law 
which should be understood by the 
Yahoola voters— about pastorage. 
Sec. 1455 (F) of the Code express- 
ly provides that every owner of 
land who rents to a tenant must 
and shall furnish to each family 
sufficient pastorage for at least one 
cow and. calf. And no man who 
owns land ought to vote for the 
Stock Law unless he is going to do 
that in good faith. And no tenant 
should rent land from a land own 
or who fails to do it. And good 
tenants are always sought after by- 
land owners. 

Another point of Law should be 
touched on as there are some who 
are trying to deceive the people on 
Some of the opponents of the 
Stock Law are boasting that if Ya- 
hoola defeats it in the coming elec- 
tion then they will abolish the 
Porter Springs District and thus 
get rid of the Stock Law in their 
neighborhood. That is all "bosh.' 
There is no law to abolish our Dis- 
trict and there is no way for it to 
get sick and die. Nor is there any 
law by which to get up another 
election in our District on the 
Stock Law. Nor can it be dis- 
turbed in any District in which 
is once carried in an election. Once 
adopted it stands forever. The Su- 
preme Court of Georgia has so de- 
cided. 

One more Law point and I close. 
It is urged, by the opponents ol 
Stock Law, that there will be no 
cutting off to the Porter Springs 
district even if Yahoola does 
down the Stock Law, This is an 
attempt to deceive those who live 
along tne line of the proposed cut. 
Those of us who own land in Ya- 
hoola District adjacent to the Por- 
ter Springs District have th* right 
to be cut off if we wish provided 
the cutting off does not bring Ya- 
hoola District down below thirty- 
five or forty persons liable to mili- 
tary duty.

Red clover. White clover, though a le- 
gume, does not benefit the laud as much 
as either the Scarlet or the Red clover, 
the roots not penetrating the earth to 
the same depth as the others. Where a 
green crop is needed for turning under 
in the early spriug, ths Scarlet clover is 
the best of the three, as it makes a very 
heavy growth iu the late winter and 
early spriug. The clovers and other le- 
gumes not only gather nitrogen for fu- 
ture crops, but their strong, long roots 
penetrate the subsoil and loosen it up, 
thus rendering the 
liable to suffer ei 

)uth. In addition, their 
decaying roots furnish humus to the 
soil. Japan clover (Lespede; 
belongs to the family of legumes and is 
au annual. On poor land its growth is 
low and spreading, but on good land it 
■will grow from 15 to 20 inches tall and 
yield a fine crop of excellent hay. It 
,s to prefer dry clay soils and will 
grow on lands of this character that are 
too poor for the other clovers. It is a 
good renovator, sending its roots deep 

i the ground and holding its 
against all other plants. As far 
tested it does not succeed well 
lands. I advise its planting ou thin 
hillsides, where it can be pastured dur- 
ing the summer, all stock being fond of 
it. Sow in the spring, broadcasting 
from 15 to 18 pounds of seed to the 
acre.— State Agricultural Department.
